Planners 
to study 
mission 
area 


Centennial opening ceremonies Sunday

The County Planning Commission 
staff has been instructed to conduct 
an in-depth study of agricultural 
aspects of the I-a Purisima Mission 
area in Lompoc Valley in relation to 
protecting the integrity of the state 
historic park area from possible 
urbanization. 
The 
viability 
of 
agricultural 
zoning down to five acres will be 
among the study subjects along with 
environmental considerations, the 
commission decided this week in 
approving 
a 
motion 
by 
Commissioner Robert C. Lilley, of 
Lompoc. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
commission, 
while hearing numerous objections 
Wednesday 
to 
its 
action 
last 
September in recommending five- 
acre general agricultural zoning for 
lands fronting the mission across 
Lompoc-Casmalia Road, decided to 
permit this recommendation to go 
to the board of supervisors. 


Opponents of the five-acre zoning 
claimed 
that 
it could lead 
to 
urbanization through the setting up 
of five-acre ranchos, or could allow 
undesirable agricultural uses such 
as cattle feed pens, hog ranches or 
poultry farms. 


Proponents said the five-acre 
zoning fits in with agricultural 
designation for the property under 
the general plan Zoning currently is 
half acre on 72 acres and suburban 
agricultural (one acre minimum 
building site»on 409 acres. 


The commission agreed to have 
the study embrace the mission 
grounds including 966 acres. 


Proposals were made by Miss 
Pearl 
Chase, 
Santa 
Barbara 
conservationist 
and 
for 
years 
chairman 
of 
the 
La 
Purisima 
Advisory Committee, and others 
that the commission consider five- 
acre limited agricultural zoning for 
the property, or anything from 10 to 
40 acre agricultural designation. 


Among those resisting such a 
proposal was Col. Hugh Young, 
chairman of the Fourth District 
Citizens General 
Plan Advisory 
Committee 


James Tryner, representing the 
state department of parks and 
recreation, 
surprised 
the 
commission and a major property 
owner in the area by revealing that 
the state has hopes of acquiring 
about 150 acres of agricultural land 
involved in the rezoning case to add 
to mission holdings. 


The commission was told that this 
area, which includes the Lompoc- 
Casmalia 
Road 
now 
being 
improved, includes an important 
ruin which had been a public 
granary for the mission in olden 
days. 


Mrs. James C. Smith, of Santa 
Barbara, who with two sisters own 
over 101 acres of the land which the 
state is eyeing, told the commission 
she had no idea the state had such 
plans. 


“ I had no idea there was a 
historical 
structure 
under 
the 
alfalfa in our fields,” she declared. 


Tryner said the state has “ no 
intention” of moving quickly to 
acquire this land, explaining the 
concern of the state department 
with the mission was “ long-term.” 
He said possible funding sources 
included revenues expected from 
the state Park Bond Act to be voted 
on next year. 


Lilley expressed surprise at the 
announcement 
by 
Tryner. 
He 
declared he felt the state proposal 
was 
“ unappropriate 
for 
the 
Planning Commission to consider 
this as a reason for any zoning 
action 
that 
might 
affect 
a 
condemnation action later. ’ 


He said he was building a home 
within sight of the mission and the 
“ last thing I want is a high density 


residential project” in the area. He 
felt opponents of the 5-AG zoning 
recommendation 
had 
been 
misinformed to the extent they 
believed it was strictly residential 
zoning. 


The study sought by the planning 
staff will turn up data that will be 
forwarded to the county’s general 
plan consultant firm of Livingston 
and Blayney for consideration in the 
revised county plan.

The impact of the energy crisis 
registered on a global scale today, 
from truck drivers on the nation’s 
highways to the upper echelons of 
government in the United States, 
Britain and Japan. 
In Washington, President Nixon 
conferred with his top economic 
policy makers and the White House 
said they foresee no U.S. recession 
because 
of 
fuel 
and 
energy 
shortages. 
Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren said it was Nixon’s intention 
to “ do everything in our power to 


see that the impact on the economy 
caused by the energy shortage is one 
we can control.” 
On the highways, independent 
truckers protesting high diesel fuel 
costs 
and 
slower 
speed 
limits 
engaged in their second day of work 
stoppage. 
A truck blew up in 
Arkansas and there were scattered 
episodes of shooting and threats in 
several states. 
Transportation Secretary Claude S. 
Brinegar predicted the truckers 
would end the stoppage and be back 
hauling goods this weekend.

Tornadoes rip through three states 


NINETY SIX, S.C. (U PI) - Three persons were killed 
and at least 47 injured Thursday as tornadoes ripped 
across three Southern states, causing millions of dollars 
in damage. 
Two women were killed when a twister cut a swath a 
mile long and nearly 100 feet wide through this rural 
area. It struck the Ninety Six Manufacturing Co., 
destroying a cloth separating building where they 
worked. A 15-month-old boy, Brandon J. Farr, died in an 
overturned mobile home in Newberry County, S.C. 
Twenty-six persons were injured in a tornado that 
struck Gainesville, Ga., shortly after noon. At least 44 
houses were destroyed along with two trailer parks, two 
downtown businesses and a church. 


Another twister ripped the roof off an elementary 


school in Conasauga, Tenn., Thursday morning, injuring 
three children. Several other children were trapped 
briefly in the rubble but were uninjured 


The worst damage was reported in Greenwood County, 
S.C., where Ninety Six Fire Chief Bubba Summers 
estimated damage in the millions of dollars. At least 18 
persons were injured 


The tornado ripped through the Edgewood School com­ 
munity, a new housing development near Ninety Six, 
damaging nearly every house in the development and 
unroofing many of the structures 


The South Carolina National Guard was called to duty 
to prevent looting.

A narcotics task force yesterday 
arrested 33 suspects in a series of 
daylight raids aimed at halting the 
flow of illegal narcotics in northern 
Santa Barbara County. Fourteen of 
those arrested were charged with 
the possession or sale of heroin. 
Twenty-three of the suspects were 
taken into custody at six locations in 
the Lompoc area; four in Solvang; 
and six in Santa Maria. Three 
juveniles were also detained on 
charges of possessing marijuana 
and runaway. 
Ten adult suspects were still 
outstanding at conclusion of the 
raids last night and warrants for 
their arrest will be issued for sales 
of heroin and marijuana, according 
to

Dicus, 
commander of sheriff’s detectives 
in the north county. 
Officers reportedly seized a total 
of 50 grams of heroin, 46 grams of 
cocaine; 
and 
221 
ounces 
of 
marijuana, all with a total street 
value of more than $10,000. Several 
hypodermic 
kits 
were 
also 
confiscated. 


All of the adult suspects were 
jailed in Santa Barbara County Jail 
under bail ranging from $5,000 to 
$10,000. They will be arraigned in 
justice courts either in Lompoc, 
Solvang or in Santa Maria.

Missing talk not retrievable 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Technical experts don’t know 
yet who or what caused an 18-minute “ buzz 
on one of 
President Nixon’s Watergate tapes, but it wasn't Rose 
Mary Woods'typewriter or lamp 
Whatever happened, the experts told Chief U S District 
Judge John J Sirica in a preliminary report Thursday, it 
appears that the obliterated conversation “ probably will 
not be retrievable’ 
even with the most advanced 
equipment 


Their report ruled out as the culprit in the erasure the 
electrical equipment used by Miss Woods, Nixon s personal 
secretary for nearly 25 years, as she was transcribing the 
tape last fall 


“ Neither the lamp nor the typewriter used by Miss Woods 
was a likely cause of the 18-mmute buzz on the White House 
tape of June 20, 1972 
Sirica said after meeting with the 
experts. White House lawyers and prosecutors 
Tests made with sophisticated instruments have failed

LOS AN G ELES (U P I) — A class action suit has been 
filed against the nation’s biggest stock brokerage for 
allegedly charging illegal rates of interest on margin loans 
to tens of thousands of California investors 
Attorney David Sabih filed the civil action Thursday 
against Merrill Lynch, Pierce, Fenner and Smith Inc., on 
behalf of an estimated 100,000 margin account customers in 
California. 
Sabih said he is pursuing the Superior Court suit on the 
theory that the bill setting aside the usury provision is 
unconstitutional. 


The issue of applying usury laws against broker-dealers 
was raised in California last August by the state Corporate 
Commissioner’s Office after bank prime lending rates 
climbed to nearly 10 per cent nationally. 
Commissioner Brian Van Camp warned that regardless 
where the brokerage house was based—and regardless of 


soaring prime lending rate— that California would abide bv 
its usury laws with regard to investors' margin accounts 
He noted that some New York based houses were at­ 
tempting to charge 11 or 12 per cent rates on California 
margin accounts and he warned of the legal penalties 
involved

law—exempting broker-dealers after Sept. 21—Merrill 
Lynch wrote its customers that it had no control over 
“ economic realities” pushing up the cost of borrowing 
money. 
And, all things considered, they said they would charge

Sabih said, though, that Merrill Lynch's alleged usury 
predated by several months their letter writing efforts and 
the change in the law.

Flournoy said he felt the unanimous vote 
of the three-man commission was on the 
basis 
of 
“ leasees’ 
rights,” 
involving 
contracts held by the various oil companies 
with the state, and 
involving “ many 
millions of dollars.” 
Flournoy, 
state 
controller 
who 
is 
planning to seek the Republican nomination 
for governor in California next year, 
declared the lease terms should be honored 
in view of “ beefed up” offshore drilling 
safety measures by the state. 
At a press conference in Santa Barbara, 
Flournoy claimed the commission had been 
examining the possibility of lifting the ban 
before the energy crisis broke. 
He said he understood the oil companies 
planned to drill only about 50 more wells, 
and that the plans are to begin new drilling 
sometime after Feb. 1. 


The 
oil 
industry, 
which 
has 
eight 
platforms in operation along the South 
Coast area from Carpmteria to west of 
Goleta, has estimated there may be 200 to 
300 million barrels of oil which can still be 
extracted on operating leases. 
In response to claims of GOO (Get Oil 
Out) leaders that the state tidelands 
reserve “ could be used up in a matter of 
months by California consumers alone at 
the present rate of consumption, Flournoy 
claimed “ this is not oil that is going to be 
used up in the near future.” 
He said the state leases involved “ are in 
a narrow area” and the commission action 
would allow new drilling only from existing 
platforms and on operating leases. 
One platform has been de-activated, with 
the Phillips Co. maintaining the production 
it was getting is no longer economic.

NEW YORK (U PI) - Assembly Speaker Perry B 
Duryea, who is charged with masterminding an illegal plan 
to get votes away from Democratic candidates, Thursday 
said he will not resign from the legislature and indicated he 
may still run for governor. 
“ These charges are really nothing,” the Long Island 
Republican told a news conference after his arrest. “ We 
are going to move as soon as possible for a proper 
disposition of the case.” 
The two-count indictment against Duryea and five others 
charged he was the “ ultimate authority” behind a bogus 
“ Action Committee of the Liberal Party,” which last year 
aided Liberal candidates in 12 Assembly races considered 
toss-ups between Democratic and Republican candidates. 
The committee allegedly mailed fake campaign litera­ 
ture to voters thought to be likely to favor Democrats, 
hoping to swing their votes to the weaker Liberal 
contenders and help ensure a GOP victory. 
Also named in the indictment were Assembly Majority 
Leader John E Kingston of Westbury, Assemblyman 


Alfred A Delli Bovi of New York, and three members of 
Duryea s staff—Henry A. Mund Jr., I. Lynn Mueller, and 
James Threatte. 
All pleaded innocent at their arraignment before State 
Supreme Court Justice Jawn Sandifer and were released on 
their own recognizance. 
“ I do not intend to resign,” Duryea told reporters, 
promising said he would be in the speaker s chair Jan. 9, 
when the next Assembly session opens, “ to bang the 
gavel.” Asked about the governorship, he said, “ I am 
keeping my options open. 
He said, 
I would need more 
information,” when asked about suggestions the charges 
were an attempt at “ political assassination. 
Duryea has been seen as the leading rival to Gov- 
designate Malcolm Wilson for the 1974 GOP nomination. 
Wilson, currently lieutenant governor, will take office next 
week when Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller resigns. 
“ I doubt this will have any effect on my political career 
because these charges will be dismissed.” he said

Before leaving the hospital, where he 
was transferred seven months ago after 17 
years in Matteawan State Hospital for the 
Criminally Insane, Metesky told reporters 
he was “ feeling good, but a little tired. I ’m 
very happy to be out and it’s a load of my 
mind.” 


(Narcotics police waited more than an 
hour for Metesky to finish his news 
conference, then entered the hospital 
building and arrested three attendants on 
charges of peddling drugs to undercover 
agents. Metesky was not involved in the 
incident.) 


He said he was going home to care for his 
sister, Mae, 77, who is laid up with a 
fractured hip and planned to write a book 
about his experiences as the “ mad 
bomber ’’ 


“ My lawyer and I are looking for a movie 
producer to do a film about my life,” he 
said 


Metesky said he planted bombs to get his 
“ due” and bring public attention to his 
greivance, initiated by a gassing accident 
while he was working in 1931 as a mechanic 
at a power station of the United Electric 
and Power Co., which merged with 
Consolidated Edison in 1935

Unless someone backs down or finds a face-saving 
compromise before Congress adjourns next week, 30 
million Americans will have to wait a few months longer to 
get their increased monthly checks. 


Ironically, the increase itself is not a part of the dispute. 
Both the House and Senate have passed a two-step, 11 per 
cent increase for 1974. The only difference is that the 
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Senate would give the first 7 per cent increase immediately 
but the House would wait until April checks. Both bills 
would give the additional 4 per cent in July. 
The dispute revolves around a raft of non-Social Security

amendments added by the Senate, including a guaranteed 
“ work bonus” for the working poor of up to $400.

Braves power failure:

The current energy crisis craze is 
to slow down and conserve gas. The 
Lompoc Braves just couldn’t get it 
right last night.

The Braves folded in the second 
half and lost to Fountain Valley, 56-

Tax law reform 


President Nixon has come through with 
one promise to the American people— the 
disclosure of his financial dealings since 
1969. 
The disclosures have not yet stilled 
criticism. 
Although it is apparent that he was 
guided by some of the most foremost 
private tax authorities in the land, the fact 
still remains that he paid little income tax 
in proportion to the majority of taxpaying 
Americans. 
It is difficult to fault the President for 
taking advantage of the present tax laws. 
Governor Ronald Reagan did the same 
with “ business reverses.“ Corporations 
and businesses operate primarily devising 
ways to escape paying taxes as much as 
they can. Individuals do the same. People 
are in business for the purpose of guiding 
such 
presently lawful circumventions. 
President Nixon took advantage of a ruling 
that allowed him more than a half-million 
dollar deduction for the donations of

private papers and the non-payment of 
capital gains on the sale of his New York 
apartment. 
The simple fact is that this country does 
need a complete overhaul of the federal 
tax laws. However, such an overhaul has 
been bogged down for years, including the 
years of President Nixon s administration. 
Rep. Wilbur Mills, chairman of the 
powerful Ways and Means Committee, has 
consistently promised full tax reform at 
the start of each Congressional year. It has 
never been accomplished and it has never 
been a priority legislation of President 
Nixon s and it could have very well been. 
At President Nixon’s request, a House 
sub-committee 
will 
now 
review 
the 
President’s tax picture. We support this 
action but we strongly urge that some 
speedy action be taken by the President 
and by Rep. Mills to complete the overhaul 
of our present tax laws in order that 
loopholes may be covered. 


Far from over 


WASHINGTON- A beleaguered 
dminstration has reached a plateau 
f sorts with a new vice president 
nd the painful exercise of the 
resident’s personal finances put 
ut on the table. It is a pause that

nd the little circle of loyalists 
round 
him can breathe more 
asily.

beyond. 
Moreover, 
a new 
dement has been 
added in the climate 
)f adversity. 
Rumbles of discontent have come 
from the big-business community 
which contributed so generously to 
the President’s re-election. 
The love of this community for 
the Republican party, so often 
demonstrated in the past, has not 
dimmed. The concern today is over 
the long-term damage that Nixon 
can do to the Grand Old Party with 
the hurdles of 1974 and ’76. They are 
also 
watching 
that 
nervous 
barometer, the stock market. As the 
head of one investment house put it : 
“Sure, the market might waver a 
bit if Nixon resigned. But with Ford 
in the office it would go up a hundred 
points within a short time.” 
What the more astute business 
leaders see is an unending rerun of 
the Watergate follies. This will not 
come through Senate investigation 
but by way of the courts. At least 12 
to 14 indictments of Watergate 
principals 
— 
and 
that 
is 
a 
conservative estimate — are still to 
come. Shortly after the first of the 
year they will begin to be returned, 
each one with a prominent name. 
The trials could begin as early as 
the spring, although that is unlikely 
since the defense can employ a 
series of delaying tactics. They will 
go over to early fall just as the 
congressional campaign is starting. 
That is a grisly prospect not only for 
Republican candidates but for the 
party itself. Unending headlines 
dealing with the alleged crimes of 
Watergate participants will make 
an unhappy backdrop 
The prospect is also very real that 
disclosures during the trials will 
further implicate the President. His 
two 
fromer 
cabinet 
officers, 
Commerce Secretary Maurice H. 
Stans and Attorney General John N. 
Mitchell, indicted several months 
ago, succeeded in delaying their 
trial until January 7. The case 
against Stans and Mitchell had been 
considered 
weak, 
since defense 


attorneys could plead that relevant 
evidence on White House tapes was 
not available. Now, however, the 
White House has agreed to supply a 
critical tape. 
Indicted with Mitchell and Stans 
last May was Robert L. Vesco, 
charged 
with 
making a secret 
contribution of $200,000 in cash 
allegedly to block a Securities and 
Exchange Commission investigation 
of Vesco’s tangled finances. Vesco 
has just won a verdict 
in a 
Bahamian 
court 
denying 
his 
extradition to the United States. 
He has also established a base in 
Argentina where he can operate 
with the huge sums he is charged 
with extracting from International 
Controls Corp Vesco had the help of 
the 
President’s 
two 
brothers, 
Donald and Edward, who will be 
subpoenaed during the trial. 
At one point it was feared that the 
absence of Vesco as a key witness 
would be a serious handicap But, 
with the tape from the White House 
believed to be relevant, this is now 
discounted. 
There 
is 
also 
a 
possibility that both Stans and 
Mitchell 
may 
be 
indicted 
in 
Washington on other charges. 
Important 
elements 
in 
the 


business community look at this 
with dismay. They see Gerald Ford 
not so much as another Harry 
Truman but as Calvin Coolidge. 
After all, Truman had his fair deal 
and varied pesky 
reforms that 
business didn’t like. They remember 
Coolidge’s immortal words: “The 
business 
of 
governm ent 
is 
business.” 


Coolidge was elected in 1924. 
Becoming President with the death 
of Warren G. Harding the previous 
year, he had moved quickly to clean 
up the mess of Teapot Dome. He had 
stood clear of that sordid scandal 
and, fortunately for Coolidge and his 
party, the Democrats were in a 
shambles of dissension. 
Nor has business forgotten that 
with Coolidge that great bull market 
boom began. It roared on through 
1928 when silent Cal was no longer in 
the White House. As 1929 proved, 
that boom was slightly excessive.

WASHINGTON - When a group 
of 
Republicans, 
Democrats and 
White House lobbyists piled up 
behind Senator James Alien’s (D. 
Ala.) 
filibuster 
to 
defeat 
the 
Presidential 
campaign 
finance 
reform amendment this month, they 
made clear to the voters that it will 
take 
more 
than 
the 
massive 
Watergate corruption of big money 
in politics to get big money out of 
politics. 
David 
Brinkley 
once called large 
campaign contribu­ 
tio n s 
disg u ised 
bribes to get politi­ 
cians to support the 
donors’ 
interests. 
And 
he 
spoke 
months before the 
seemingly 
endless 
admissions by cor­ 
porate executives of 
illegal funds finding 
their way 
from corporate treasuries into the 
recent 
Presidential 
re-election 
campaign. 
A 
combination 
of 
shakedowns by zealous Nixon aides 
of company officials together with 
business bribers wanting favors, 
contracts 
or 
dropping 
of 
law 
enforcement actions has turned the 
present Administration 
into the 
most corrupt in American history. 
But such campaign contributions 
and their abuses are not limited to 
the Executive branch. Corporate 
and some union funds have flowed 
with 
cynical 
and 
manipulative 
intent to the Congress for years. 
Such funds, increasing mightily with 
every 
election, 
are 
crucial 
in 
entrenching 
incumbents 
against 
their challengers. Common Cause 
reports that special interst groups 
contribute three times more to 
incumbent Congressmen than to 
their challengers. Well they might 
for the lawmakers have more to 
offer them in return 
This latest attempt to reform 
campaign finance looked promising 
in November before a plurality of 
the Senate lost their nerve a week 
later. On November 27, the Senate 
passed by a vote of 57-34 an 
amendment to the debt-ceiling bill 
for

and 
Presidential 
elections. It was in partial accord 
with a Gallup poll that showed 65 per 
cent of citizens surveyed favoring 
public financing of campaigns. But 
it did not go as far as the majority 
polled who wanted to ban private 
contributions 
completely. 
The 
amendment permitted small private 
contributions in addition to public 
financing. 
But acting House Ways and Means 
Chairman, A1 Ullman (D Oregon) 
refused to have the House conferees 
meet with the Senate conferees to 
work out a compromise on the 
campaign 
spending 
amendment. 
Previously the House had passed a 
debt-ceiling bill but no campaign 
finance reform. Instead of meeting 
in conference, Mr. Ullman got the 
House to pass the debt-ceiling bill 
again without any campaign reform. 
He had the blessing of many House 
members who did not want to go on 
the public record against campaign 
finance reform. 


This newly passed House debt- 
ceiling bill required Senate action to 
pass the legislation once again, with 
the 
campaign 
finance 
reform 
amendment included. At this point, 
Senator Allen, who is not closely 
monitored 
by 
Alabama 
voters, 
started and won his filibuster with a 
large number of silent allies and 
backroom lobbying by Mr Nixon’s 
men. 
By the day of the final vote on 
December 3rd, all that was left in 
the amendment was (1 > public 
financing of Presidential primary 


campaigns on a matching basis for 
candidates who could raise at least 
$100,000 of private contributions 
under $100 or less; (2) a limit of 
$3,000 
on 
p r e - n o mi n a t i o n 
contributions from individuals or 
groups; 
(3) a ban on private 
contributions to candidates of major 
parties during the general election 
period unless the $1 tax checkoff 
system failed to raise the maximum 
spending limit of $21 million for 
each 
qualifying 
Presidential 
candidate. 


Precisely what can the American 
people do now to end the buying of 
elections? First they can take note 
that the members of Congress are 
feeling enough heat to be promising 
one and all that they will pass a bill
